Advisory Action After Final 



1. The Amendment After Final submitted on January 27, 2003 will not be entered 
for the reasons given in the summary page of the Advisory Action. Specifically the 
amended claim 1 now states, '...internally dyeing a polymeric material with a colorant 
and forming a structure..."; the addition of the new step of forming a structure raises 
new issues that would require further consideration and/or search. Also, Applicants 
seem to be rehashing the arguments made previously in paper no. 6, which the 
examiner responded to fully in the final rejection, paper no. 7. Please see examiner's 
Response to Arguments in paper no. 7, pages 2-5. Applicants have not provided any 
additional data or showing of unexpected or unobvious results to overcome the rejection 
of record as recited in paper no. 7.
